Many of 
these deaths would have been pre-~ 
vented by the proper treatment of 
Syphilis, and by adequate dental 
care to keep the teeth and gums 
healthy. The prompt treatment of 
any kind of sore which does not heal 
and stay healed, either on the lip 
or in the mouth, is essentially a pre- 
ventive measure because it removes 
what may be a pre-cancerous condi- 
tion. 

Carelessness and ignorance are re- 
sponsible for most deaths from can- 
cer of the skin. This form of cancer 
ordinarily occurs in older persons, 
but it may be found at an earlier 
age. Warts which slowly increase in 
size, sometimes with pigmentation, 
tend ta become cancerous. Pigmented

SOMETHING FROM NOTHING!

At the present 
time an average of 400 obsolete box 
Cars a week are being scrapped and 
thus “junk” becomes dollars for the 
railway.

’ FROZEN GRAIN PROVES 
VERY POOR SEED RISK 


As most of the grain grown in 
Northern Alberta this year was 
frozen there will be a great short- 
age of seed grain next spring, and 
in some districts frozen grain wil 
be pressed into service as seed. 

According to observations made 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, although frozen 
grain may show good germination 
the seedlings will not be as vigotous 
as those from normal plump kernels 
and the resulting stand will be ir- 
regular and the growth weak. The 
reason for this is that the frozen 
kernel does not contain sufficient 
nourishment to properly develop the 


{seedling to the point where its root 


system will be able to provide th? 
plant with an adequate supply of 
plant food to get it off to a good 
start; hence, one of the many 
risks in using frozen seed is that 
the resulting crop, because of its 
lateness, is quite likely to be caught 
by an early frost. 

As the use of frozen seed will 
probably mean a sacrifice in both 
yield and quality in the crop pro- 
duced, the farmer would be well ad- 
vised to make sure 
good seed for next spring, even if it 
is necessary to purchase seed at a 
considerable premium over the price 
he is able to secure’ for his frozen 
grain. 

The Experimental recom- 
mends that anyone having grain 
which he believes would make good 
seed should forward a one-pound 
sample to the Dominion Seed Branch 
at Calgary, for seed grade and ger- 
mination test, to establish its value 
as seed. If the results of the tests 
are satisfactory a good market for 
this seed is assured.

HANDLING MANURE 


The method of handling manure 
approved and follcwed at the Do- 
minion Experimental Station at Ros- 
thern, Saskatchewan, is to convey 
it direct from the barns each day 
in a wet conditior to the pile. The 
preferable site for the pile is on 
the level or in a very slight depres- 
sion. At Rosthern,’ a new pile is 
started each fall just after harvest 
or in the latter part of September. 
The area staked out is about thirty 
feet by one hundred feet and_ this 
suffices for approximately one hun- 
dred head of livestock. 

The important factor is the build- 
ing of the pile. First the manure is 
spread evenly over the whole area 
and then spread over the whole area 
in layers three to five inches deep, 
gradually building up the centre of 
the pile a little higher than the ends 
and keeping the sides straight. As 
the manure is spread on the pile it 
is also packed well, as this is very 
important. It muy be found neces- 
Sary to drive over the pile with the 
empty wagon to pack it sufficiently. 

It is also important to spread the 
manure while it is wet, as it wil) 
pack more readily in this condition 
and the desired -heating and subse- 
quent rotting will occur. If there is 
a large percentage of straw in the 
manure, or if it is dry, it is advisable 
to wet the manure pile with a hose,
